Attorney A. J. Clunie has raised £ n im- 


portant point _for Oakland ferry t -avel- 
ers in u communication he has addressed 
to the Hailroad Commission. He sevs: 


Section 21 of the Constitution ot the 


State of California provides: 


"No discrimination in charges or facil- 


ities for transportation shall be male by 
any railroad or other transportation com- 
pany between places or persons, or n the 
facilities for the transportation, ol , the 
same classes of freight 
or passengers 


within this State or coming from or ^otns 
to any other State. Persons and prt perty 
transported over any railroad, or b.-,any 
other transportation company or in Hvld- 
ual, shall be delivered, at any fit ition, 
landing or .port at charges not exceeding 
the charges for the transportation o' per- 
sons anci property of the same cla is, in 
the sam,e direction,. to any more d stant 
station, port or landing. -Excurslor and 
commutation tickets may be issued at 
special' rales." 


This provision of the Constituti tri is 


being grossly violated -by the Southern 
Pacific Company in the matter o' its 
charges for local travel between thi-'clty 
anrl county of 'San Francisco, and that 
part of the City of Oakland lying w st of 
Broadway, in said city. This company is 
engaged in running two lines of ferr es to 
Oakland—one known as the Creek i oute, 
which runs from the water front i i the 
city and county of lSan Francisco t > the 
tool of Broadway, Oakland. The fate for 
passengers on this route is 5 cents a trip. 
The other ferry starts from the 'vater 
front in the city and county of San j'ran- 
cisco and lands at the extreme wes end 
of Oakland, where passengers are trans- 
ferred from the ferry to the local trains, 
and then transported to their destina ions. 
Between the landing ol said ferry and 
said Broadway, Oakland, at the fcot'of 
which passengers on the creek rout; are 
delivered, are many Important ata ions, 
The fare charged by the company 01 this 
line to any of the mid-stations Is 10 r entu, 
or double the amount charged or 
the 


creek route, for delivery of a passenger 
at the foot of said Broadway. All of the 
mid-stations west of Broadway are i less 
distance from the city of San Francisco 
than the :?oot of Broadway, at which the 
railroad station of the creek route s lo- 
cated. Both of these lines run in the 
same direction. 


The same state of facts exists ir the 


transportation of passengers from Oak- 
land to San Francisco. On the creek route 
transportation -can be had from the fapt 
of Broadway. Oakland, to -San 'Fran Jisco 
for S cents. On tho other route, 'rom 
Broadway and any stations west of It,, in 
Oakland, the fare to San Francisco Isftt 
cents.

Thus, ten free silver Repub- 
licans, seventeen free silver Democrats 
and every Populist voted for the bill 
prohibiting the Issue of bonds- Six- 
teen (Republicans, all gold men, and 
nine Democrats voted against the bill, 
which finally passed after a spirited 
detoate, T>y seven majority.
